Mr. Tucker then referred to the seiz- 
ure of the letters, private papers, etc., of one 
of the prisoners and their use against him as 
evidence and as a basis for cross-examina- 
tion, and said that this was in violation of 
the fourth amendment. How far, Mr. 

er asked. would not this court go in 
sustaining the rights of the citizen if this 
had occurred with the recently-enfranchised 
States of the South!“ 

Justice Miller—I understood you to express 
the opinion that the first ten amendments 
were all limitations of the power of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Mr. Tucker—I hold“ that the first ten 
amendments have a double aspect. The first 
is that thev are a declaration of rights. The 
second is that they are a deciaration of 
rights which are beyond the reach of the 
— power. In conciusion Mr. Tucker 

We have a right, in my judgment, to thedwrit— 
to be beard on the question whether the Consti- 
tution has been violated in order to compass the 
conviction of these men. It is true they are said 
te be Anarchists. If the court asks me whether 
I have any sympathy with them I re only to 
say that the court knows me too well to suppose 
that I have any sympathy with these unhappy 
and misguided men. But they are men, an 
they are entitled to the same protection that I 
am, The same Constitution is over us all. 1 
ask the court to interpose its shield and pro- 
tect these men because I may need it myself. 
I know no anarchy abroad in this land which the 
American le need fear except anarchy in the 
administration of justice. Ifearthat when an- 
archy dons the ermine of justice and administers 
lynch law in violation of the supreme law of the 
land. Whether the prisoners’ point can be sus- 
tained 1s a question you can only decide after 
an examination of the record and a hearing. 
Strike after you hear but don't strike before you 
hear. I pray that the court will, therefore, 
award this writ, for, if I do not mistake, there are 
evidences in this whole resord whieh will de- 
mand the reversal of the judgment. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL HUNT'S REPLY. 


Easily Brushing Aside the Sephistries of 
Opposing Counsel. 

Wasnisaton,. D. C., Oct. 27.—Upon the 
conclusion of J. Randolph Tucker’s argu- 
ment Attorney-General Hunt of Illinois ad- 
dressed the court in behalf of the State and 
in opposition to the motion for a writ of 
error. To warrant the issuance of the writ 
it must appear, he said, from the record, 
first, that there is a Federal question in- 
volved, and, second, that such question was 
raised and decided in the State court. 


He was not as well informed as he would 


like to be with regard to the exact points 
upon which counsei for the petitioners relied. 
in the first part of his argument Mr. Tucker 
planted himself squapyely upon the rights: 
which belon to his clients under the four- 
teenth amendment, butin the latter part he 
changed ground slightly and insited that the 
first ten amendments were declarations 

individual that 
they were all ro- 
visions of the fourteenth amendment. The 
Attorney-General opposed this view and 
insisted that prohibitions contained in the 
first ten amendments to the Constitution are 
limitations on the powers of the Federal 
Government and not upon the States. So 
far as petitioners rely upon anything con- 
tained in those amendments they can have 
no —— in this court. The fourteenth 
amendment is equally foreign to any right, 
privilege, or immunity here claimed by the 
petitioners. The fourteenth amendment de- 
clares: 

No State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abrid€ge the privileges or immunities of eit 
zens of the United States; nor shall any State 
deprive any person of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law, nor deny to any per 
son within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws. 

The record will show that the complaint is 
not that the State has made or is enforcing 
a law which deprives the petitioners of any 
of the rot hee or immunities guaranteed by 
that section, t that they are deprived of 
rights by an erroneous construction of the law, 

laced upon it by the trial court of the State. 
Petitioners did not claim in the Supreme 
Court of the State that the Ilunois act of 1874 
was repugnant to the Constitution. treaties,or 
laws of the United States, nor that the au- 
thority of the court was exercised under i 
but that the act was constitutional and vali 
and the court exercised its power in violation 
of that law. Petitioners were tried in the 
courts of the State under laws of the State, 
and that constitutes due process of law. It is 
not material that this or another court might 
have ruled differently under the law. 

Due process of law means the law of the 
land. In the case of Presser vs. The State 
of Illinois, in November, 1885, the Federal 
question raised was as to the right to bear 
arms, and it was contended that the Illinois 
statute was a limitation of his rights asa 
citizen of the United States under tne four- 
teenth amendment. court held

of the Constitution. I believe it to be well 
settled and established that this court will 
not review the decision of the Supreme 
Court of a State as to the construction to be 
given to ite own Constitution and its own 
laws. The Jury law of Illinois has been the 
common law all over the United States and 
always. The provisions of the law ob- 

to in this case have been on 
the statute book of the State for 
thirteen yas They have been. in the law 
of New York since 187278 and Michigan 
about the same length of time. There is 
some difference between the law of New 
York and that of Illinois in the wordimg, but 
the purpose is the same and the constitution- 
ality of the New York law was sustained in 
its highest court of appeals. There are sub- 
stantially the same laws in Arkansas, Col- 
orado, and Nebraska, where they have also 
been sustained by the 4 State courts.“ 

The Attorney-General then called attention 
forcibiy to the fact that recent changes in 
the jury laws of the States all had for their 

rpose and objéct the procurement of a 

tter class and a more intelli- 
gent class of men. as jurors. “Is 
it possible,” asked the Attorney. 
General, that the States are to be so bound 
by the Federal Constitution that they cannot 
change their jury laws in accordance with 
the changing conditions of their social 
and politi life? Is it possible that 
‘whenever a law is enacted in any 
State which recognizes the changed condi- 
tion of affairs—a law which is intended 
to adapt the jury system to such changed 
condition—that a Federal question is raised 
Then the conviction of any man in a State 
court raises a Federal question and 
under the unlimited provisions of 
the fourteenth amendment that ques- 
tion can be brought to this court 
for review.“ He hoped that the court would 
maturely consider the far-reaching conse-

Atterney-General Hunt then took up the 
case of the prisoners Fielden and 
Spies and said that he understood 
it would be urged by counsel on the other 
sidé that they, being foreigners—Fielden an 
Englishman and Spies a German—were pro- 
tected by the treaties between the Unit- 
ed States and their respective Govern- 
ments; that they should have immuni- 
ty because the treaties provided that 
citizens of England and Germany living in 
the United States should have all the rights 
and privileges guaranteed by law to citizens 
of the United States at the time the treaties 
were ratified. “I understand,” he said, 
that this will be the contention.” 

The Chief Justice—In what respect is it 
said that this violates the citizenship of Great 
Britain? 

Gen. Butler—They were to have all the 
privileges of Americansg at Ine date of the 
treaties, and among those privileges, we con- 
tend, was trial by jury under the laws then 
in force. No laws could be passed to change 
their condition under the organic law—the 
highest law. 

ttorney-General Hunt replied that if this 
were so then the prisoners, without being 
citizens, were privile persons, above the 
laws of the State which they set at defiance. 

At this point the hour for the adjournment 
of the court arrived, and further argument 
was postponed until tomorrow.

ELECTRICITY AND GAS. 


PROF. BARRETT FIGURING ON THE 
COST OF STREET LIGHTING. 


He Can Furnish 600,000 Candle Power of 
Electricity for Less than the City Is 
Paying for Under 20,000 Candle Power 
in Gas—Some Figures That Show the 
Enormous Profit of the Gas Trust at 
Present Prices. 

„Have you found out how much it will cost 
to ligt the city with electricity! City Elec- 
trician Barrett was asked yesterday. 

“No, not exactly. I am still figuring on 
the matter, but I expect fo have my estimate 
ready in a short while.“ 

Can't you give us a few figures as a basis 
—something to soothe the temper of the vic- 
tims of the Gas Trust?” 

When the Gas Trust was mentioned Mr. 
Barrett started. 

„I haven't any exact basis to work on yet, 

but if you'll sit down I'll endeavor to give 

you a few figures that won't exceed the 
bounds of reason.“ 

“This,” he continued as he drew a ma 
from a drawer, “I had made for me. It 
shows pvery block on the South Division 
bounded by the river on the north and west. 
Michigan avenue on the east, and Twelfth 
street on the south. This area is, as near 
as possible, a square mile. The red dots you 
see show the present street lamps, and there 
are 1,181 pubiio and 224 private ones, the 
latter being in front of hotels, etc. That 
makes 1. lamps. Now, how many inter- 
sections have we in this square mile? 
me se. One, two, three——” and Mr. Barrett 
counted neariy 150 of them. 

% Now for the electriclamps. In all cities 
one lamp ut each intersection is deemed suf. 
ficient, but let us figure on two. That would 
make 300 lamps. Let's use that figure so that 
in emergencies—alleys, long blocks, etc., we 
will have plenty of light. The lamps will be 
placed 300 feet apart at street intersections so 

laced that a block will get the rays of light 
from every direction. k at this: that 
would give us more light than any city in the 
world has today.“ rof. Barrett gave the 
reporter this illustration, which shows how 
the lights are to be pl . The dotted lines 
must be considered the beams from one lamp 
to another. 
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“ Now as to the cost. I haven't reached 
that part of my researches yet, but let’s take 
a basis. We're constructing now on the 
river a plant of 100 hghts. at will be the 
most expensive plant we can construct on ac- 
count of the high rate of insulation of the 
conductors required by being placed 
on the river and the expense of 
getting at the viaducts. That plant 
will cost nefirly $800 per lamp. This 

roposed plant will, of course, cost much 
ess. You must understand that it we get a 
greater number of lamps we can get them 
cheaper in their ratio a8 to cost per lamp. 
The probable cost of a street lamp, includ- 
ing everything, will, therefo be about 
£275. Let's figure on that basis, though it 1s 
but an approximate figure. The construc- 
tion includes all labor necessary to place the 
lamp in operation. 

t’s look at the gas. On the North and 
South Sides we pay $17.12 per lamp each 
ear. The 1,131 lamps would, therefore, cost 
lden The electric lamps cost $275 h. 

ere are 300 of them—that would a 
total of $82,500. The maintenance of the 
lamps will be 80 each per year.

That Is All the Gas Trust Is Pocketing at 
Present. 

While we are paying $1.25 per 1,000 cubic 
feet of illuminating gas it is refreshing to 
hear experts in the business say that it need 
not cost to make and deliver gas, all expenses 
included, over 60 cents per thousana. The 
methods of gas manufacture, the cost of the 
materials used, the amount of labor neces- 
sary, and the value of residuals from the 
processes, are subjects about which the pub- 
lic has very little information. Facts about 
the cost of building and operating 
railroads are in almost everybody’s 
hands, but the financial secrets of gas- 
making have thus far, for some reason 
orother, been successfully hidden from the 

ublic. It is known that in England G5 can 

made at less than 50 cents per 1,000 feet, 
but here in Chicago our gas-producers have 
declared positively that it could not be sold 
at $1 without loss. Was not the old Con- 
sumers’ Company a failure, it is asked, sim- 
ply because it foolishly sold gas at $1, there- 

y not netting enough to pay the interest on 
its bonds? Diditnot ruin itself instead of 


J killing its high-priced competitors? The gen- 


eral public can’t answer such questions in 
the negative, for it has never had a look at 
the old Consumers’ books and does not know, 
therefore, whether it died from selling 
too cheap or was bled to death—that 
is to ony, wrecked by schemers after 
stock and bond profits. Some of the insiders 
—men who.were connected with the Con- 
sumers’ Company at the outset—insist that 
it was deliberately “‘ wrecked,” and that, if 
it had been properly managed, it would have 
yielded satisfactory returns on the invest- 
ment. A TRIBUNE reporter taiked with one 
of these men yesterday and heard somethi 
about the cost of making.gas which the pu 
lic ought to know. 

“Tam not myself a gas expert,” said this 
gentleman, but for fifteen years I have had 
a great deal to do with gas companies, and 
have kept myself posted on the various sys- 
tems of gas manufacture, their cost, the 
quality of gas, and ali that. My information 
is not the result of personal experience, yet 
it comes directly from gas men. Before I 
took any interest in the old Consumers’ Com- 
pany 1 satisfied myself that gas could be 
made in this city at tess than 50 cents and de- 
livered at less than 25. In fact, as the result 
of investigations, I had no deubt that the 
company could make and deliver gas ata 
cost of 60 cents per 1,000 feet, and I knew it 
could be done at 70 cents, allowing for all 
possible expenses and charges. Buta gang 
got in there who were not satisfied wit 
cents profit, so they wrecked the company, 
bought it in, and turned it over to this octo- 
pus called the Gas Trust. 

Be — you know what the Consumers’ plant 
cost?’ 

* Yes, sir; it was worth alittle over 8.000, 
000. The money was raised on bonds and 
stock; the bonds selling at par, the stock at 
about 10 cents. Since then not more than 
$300,000 has been spent on it, and the proper- 
ty isn’t worth over $3,580, but they have 
put $5,000,000 stock and bonds each on it.“ 

“What do you know about the cost of 
making gas in Chicago at present!“ 

“Water gas is the cheapest and best gas 
made, and th are several different sys- 
tems, or apparathees, for making it. There is 
a new apparatus over in Billings’ works on 
the West Side, and also down at Twenty- 
second street, the owners of which say that 
it will put into the holder at 
40 cents. Distribution costs from 20

THE CHINESE CONCESSIONS, 


How Vanderbilt’s Name Happens te Be 
Connected with the Enterprise. 
New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—The 
gossip of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt’s con- 
nection with the Chinese-American Bank is 
without his sanction. In the articles of 


reement his name is mentioned as the 

‘esident of the bank in the United States. 
A reporter learned today that Mr. Vander- 
bilt is in no way connected with the conces- 
sions supposed to have been granted to Count 
Mitkiewicz and a Philadelphia syndicate. If 
the Count used Mr. Vanderbilt’s name to 
facilitate the negotiations it was merely a 
diplomatic move and entirely unauthorized. 
By the articles of ment, as published in 
the Japan Mail, Mr. Vandeérbilt’s name is 
used freely. Count Mitkiewicz and the Phil- 
adelpnhia syndicate deny that Mr. Vanderbilt 
is connected with the concession. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 27.—(Special.]—The 
story that has gone out to the effect that the orig- 
inal agreement for the Chinese concessions is in 
the name of the Vanderbilts has created some- 
what of a sensation, but it lacks elements of 
truth. The facts are that about two years ago 
Col. James Wilson, representing Russell Broth- 
ers of New York, went to China with the object 
of securing, if possible, concessions similar to 
those which have been granted to the Barker 
syndicate. One of the Vanderbilts was believed 
to be the most powerful financial factor bac 
the scheme, which failed. This accounts for the 
mention of Vanderbilt's name in connection with 
the present management by newspapers not in- 
formed of the facts. The only concessions that 
have been granted by the Chinese Government 
are to Wharton Barker. The old form of peti- 
tion, containing Vanderbilt's name, has been re- 
vived; hence these stories. The only point lack- 
ing yet is that tnere has been no imperial decree 
by the Emperor confirming them.

The meet 
last night unanimous!y indorsed the action o 
the job printers, and a motion was passed pledg- 
ing the support of the local organization in oase 
of a strike. President H. C. Biakely, of the 
Typothetæ. was sent an official notification of 
the action taken, and a committee appointed to 
confer with any committee that might be se- 
the —— printers. The

Where it is claimed by s foreign Government 
that a seizure by an American vessel was a viola- 
tion of the sovereicuty of that Government, and 
the President D satisfied of the fact, the latter 
may, where th is a suit pending for the seizure, 
cause the Attorney-General to file a suggestion 
of the fact in the cause, in order that it may be 
disclosed to the court. 

Itisa well-known fact that the British 
have protested, but in vain, and the protesta- 
tion is nothing less than a statement that the 
seizures in Behring’s Sea were a violation of 
British sovereignty. ing to this 

recedent, Mr. Cleveland was again wrong 
2 not transmitting the suggestions made in 
the protests. In the first quarter of the pres- 
ent century there was a of a seized ves- 
sel brought before the United States Court. 
The craft had been seized for trading or at- 
tempting to trade in a port prohibited by an 
act of ngress. After some trouble with 
the case the President issued an order releas- 
ing the vessel. The Marshai refused to obey, 
and the matter was tested in che court, re- 
sulting in an opinion that the President had 
no power to release the vessel. Other me 
edents will undoubtedly be brought to light 
when the discussion of the Admunistration’s 
policy in Behring’s Sea is begun. 

An Ottawa special says: Although some 
members of the Government here profess to 
be disgusted with the conduct of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the impression prevails that Mr. 
Chamberlain, as the agentof the Dominion 
Government, is doing his best to spoil all ne- 
gotiations towards a renewal of the reciproc- 
ity treaty, and that the Tories wish to keep 
up apretense of favoring reciprocity, while 
they are really hostile to it. 

THE EDUCATION OF INDIAN CHILDREN. 

From the annual report of John B. Riley, 
Superintendent of Indian Schools, to the 
Secretary of the Interior, it appears that the 
aggregate expenditure by the Government 
for the education of Indian children during 
the year was $1,095,379, of which $719,833 was 
expended on account of the Government 
boarding-schools, and $308,299 for the sup- 

rt and education ot poate at contract 
Poarding- schools, most of which are under 
control of religious denominations, as the chief 
items. The whole number of Indian children 
between the ages of 6 and 16 years is 39,821, 
Ot this number 14,982, or about 4 per cent, 

attended school some portion of the year. 
The proportion of children attending school 
varies widely at different agencies. Where 
schools have been established for several 
years, with accommodations for a considera- 
ble proportion of the pupils, the prejudice 
exhibited by the Indians against education 
has largely disappeared. A uniform system 
of text-books and study and the teaching of 
English only are recommended. ihe 
report says that too much stress can- 
not be lad upon the importance 
of preparing native teachers, and 
to this end suggests that a new normal school 
department be established at some of the 
larger schools. It is also suggested that the 
rudiments, at least, should taught In- 
dian children at or near their homes, and 
that the course of instruction at Eastern 
schools be adapted to the wants of pupils 
who have shown in the reservation schools 
speci aptitude, and further that 
none but graduates of the reservation 
be permitted to attend East- 
ern schools, and that such pupils 
be selected by the Indian Bureau upon cer- 
tification of good character and scholarship. 
The Superintendent makes the foilowm 
recommendations: That an industrial board- 
ing school be established near the Missouri 
River adjacent to tne Sioux Reservation; 
that schools be provided for the tribes in 
| Nevada; that a commission be appointed and 
empowered to make a thorough examination 
of the whole subject of Indian education. On 
the whole the report shows an appreciable 
advance during the year in Indian education.

NO APPLICATION BY THE ANARCHISTS FOR 
PARDON. 

A repoft apparently well verified comes to 
Tun Tann from Springfield to the effect 
that no application such as the law contem- 
plates has been made to the Governor asking 
clemency for the Anarchists, and that the time 
within which the statute provides for the 
making of such appeals has been purposely or 
heedlesly allowed to expire. This certainly is 
very strange action, especially as an amnesty 
association was organized some time ago and 
bundreds of petitions have been circulated 
asking for a commutation of sentence. It 
seems singular that the attorneys or any one 
else interested in securing clemency for the 
prisoners should overlook the plain require- 
ments of the statute and allow the time for 
the execution to approach without bringing 
the case officially before the Governor. The 
statute on pardons provides: 


That hereafter all applications for reprieves, 
commutations, and pardons shall be made by 
petition in writing to the Governor, signed by 
the party under conviction or other persons in 
his behalf, which petition shall contain a brief 
history of the case and the reasons why such 
pardon should be granted; and shall also be ac-

in which the conviction was had, stating the 
opinion of said Judge and Prosecuting Attorney 
in to the same, or satisfactory reasons 
shall be given to the Governor why such state- 
ments of the Judge and Prosecuting ———— or 
either of them do not accompany such petition; 
and it shall be the duty of such Judge and Prose- 
outing Attorney to give such opinion whenever 
such petition de presented to them. 

Notice of the application shall be 
given by publication for three weeks prior there- 
to in a newspaper published in the county where 
the conviction was had, a duly certified copy of 
which notice shall accompany said petition: pro- 
vi the Governor may dispense with publica- 

tion of notice when in his judgment justice or 
humanity requires it. 

The Governor may “ dispense with publica- 
tion,“ and hence, although the day of execu- 
tion is less than three weeks distant, it is 
still possibie to bring the case before Gov. 
Oglesby officially if the friends of the An- 
archists will at once take the steps pointed 
out in the statute. They must prepare a peti- 
tion giving a brief history of the case, to- 
gether with a statement of the grounds on 
which clemency is asked, and have it signed 
by the prisoners‘or some one in their behalf. 
The document must then be presented to 
Judge Gary and State’s-Attorney Grinnell, 
and when their opinions are attached it can 
be forwarded to the Governor and the case 
will then be before him officially. ‘he law is 
perfectly plain, and there is no time to be 
lost if they desire the Governor to consider 
it. Let the amnesty-seekers waste no more 
time relying on the faint shadow of a chance 
that the Federal Supreme Court will inter- 
fere, but proceed at once to get a 
petition for commutation of sentence 
before the Governor in proper shape. 
Declamatory harangues at public meetings, 
Socialistic resolutions, or ordinary petitions 
unaccompanied by statements of the Judge 
and Prosecuting Attorney furnish nothing of 
which the Governor can take official notice 
or on which he can base executive action. 
Before the pardoning power can be exercised 
it must be invoked in the manner provided 
by law. The resolutions and petitions with 
which the friends of the Anarchists have 
been busying themselves have no legal char- 
acter and in the absence of the application 
which the law requires would seem to be as 
valueless as waste paper. It must be remem- 
bered that the far-reaching, autocratic power 
of pardon invested in the Governor of IIli- 
nois is still constitutionally subject to the 
limitation prescribed in the statute cited 
above. The Constitution says: 


The Governor shall have power to grant re- 
prieves, commutations, and ns, after con- 
viction, for all offenses, sub to such regula- 
tions as may be provided by law relative to the 
manner of app! therefor. 


The statute, therefore, is in entire accord 
with the Constitution, and both contemplate 
tne filing of a legal petition as a prerequisit 
to the exercise of the pardoning power. 


. Without such a petition can the Governor 


pardon at all? If the Anarchists refuse to 
petition according to the prescribed form and 
their friends content themselves with adopt- 
ing resolutions and signing petitions which 
the law does not recognize, would Gov. 
Oglesby be able, even if so inclined, to 
grant a reprieve or commute any of the 
sentences? Certainly this must be a matter 
of grave doubt when the Constitution ex- 
pressly subordinates the power of issuing a 
pardon or reprieve to such regulations as 
may be provided by law relative to the man- 
ner of applying therefor,” and the Legis- 
lature has specifically prescribed the requi- 
sits of a legal application. Apparently the 
Governor of Illinois has no power to grant a 
reprieve or commutation unless the convicted 
prisoner asks for clemency, personally or 
through his friends, and files the petition re- 
quired by law. The course of the amnesty- 
seekers in wholly neglecting to file the ap- 
plication which the law requires and in pre- 
paring petitions and protests which the Gov- 
ernor cannot recognize officially is very 
strange. Can there be an intent to provoke 
clamor against the Governor, and at the 
same time keep him in a position where he 
cannot imtervene and must permit the full 
execution of each sentence! Is so-called mar- 
tyrdom sought rather than mercy? If not, 
why the failure to file the proper application 
for commutation of sentence?! 


CHICAGO SEWAGE AND S&T. LOUIS. 

It would seem from a St. Louis telegram 
that the Board of Public Improvements in 
that city is, or professes to be, afraid that 
the sewage of Chicago will contaminate the 
St. Louis water supply if the proposed new 
waterway is constructed to the Ilinois River. 
A more preposterous apprehension could 
hardly be conceived. St. Louis is more than 
800 miles from Chicago by water, and by no 
possibility could any sewage from this point 
reach that far. The current is so sluggish 
that the trip would take at least two weeks 
for water starting here to go there; and no 
matter what its impurities might be at the 
outset they would all de oxidized long before 
half the journey was over. The St. Louis 
Board of Public Improvements would do well 
to resolve itself into a primary class in chem- 
istry. A very slight acquaintance with its 
first principles and the tendency of water 
and air to resolve all animal and vegetable 
impurities into their chemical constituents, 
tobe blown away as gases, would convince 
the members of the board that setting up 
any such pretense for opposing the project 
we only serve to make thentselves ridicu- 

us. 

Chicago proposes to greatly dilute the sew- 
age before sending it down stream ana to 
add from five to ten fold to the present vol- 
ume of water passing into the Desplaines at 
Lockport, not, however, for the protection of 
St. Louis, which really has no interest in the 
matter, but to prevent the possibility of any 
impurities being a nuisance to points nearest 
to Chicago, such as Joliet, Ottawa, La Salle, 
etc. If St. Louis could suffer from the con- 
tamination of its water supply by sewage 
from other cities it would have been driven 
to seek anew supply long ago. Right at its 
door is Alton, and into the vast body of water 
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which the Mississippi and the Missouri unite

with the tributaries of those great rivers. 

Were it not for Nature’s laboratery for the 

reduction of impurities into “innocuous 
desuetude” St. Louis would have been 
rendered uninhabitable decades ago. 

As it is, that city has always 
claimed to have exce; tionally whole- 
some if muddy water. In no event could the 
volume of water from this point form one- 
hundredth part of the total volume of the 
Mississippi at that point. Peoria, which is so 
much nearer Chicago and has hardly one- 
fiftieth part of the water of St. Louis, has 
nothing w fear from the sewage of Chicago. 
The idea is so ridiculous that it can hardly be 
discussed with patience. 

This objection to a great and necessary 
public improvement suggests the famuliar 
story of the broken pitcher. First, the plain- 
tiff had no pitcher; second, the defendant 
did not borrow it; third, he returned it in 
good condition; and, fourth, it was cracked 
before he had it. In this case, first, there is 
no such waterway: second, if there was it 
would make no difference whatever with the 
volume of sewage emptying into the Missis- 
sippi River from the Illinois River; third, if 
it did it could not be prevented by the oppo- 
sition of either St. Louis or the State of Mis- 
souri; and, fourth, it is bound to come before 
many years any way, no matter what hostil- 
ity it encounters. It is the one solvent of our 
sewage problem, and opposition, while it may 
delay it, cannot defeat it.

MR. BLAINE ON THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Mr. Blaine's interview on the Irish politica- 
situation, published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, 
is the best and most comprehensive state- 
ment on that subject that has been presented 
to the American public since the defeat of 
the Gladstone Home-Rule bill. Mr. Blaine 
is a keen observer, and the results of his in 
telligent observation of the home-rule move- 
ment since Gladstone declared in its favor 
are briefly, pithily, and admirably set forth. 

The most important, hopeful, and signifi- 
cant phase of the agitation that has been de- 
veloped during the last year is undoubtedly 
the fast-growing friendship between the 
British and the Irish democracies. They 
have come fully to understand and appreciate 
the significance of Mr. Gladstone’s declara- 
tion that tne struggie for home rule was one 
of the masses against the classes. The Irish 
landlord faction and the British Estaplished 
Church, plutocratic, and aristocratic factions 
have made common cause for centuries, The 
British and the Irish masses are now 
for the first time uniting against them. 
The result of the movement planned and 
inaugurated by. Gladstone has been, as Mr. 
Blaine justly observes, a community of 
feeling, a genuine cordiality, and a codpera- 
tion between a large section of the Irish 
people and a large section of the English 
people for the first time.“ Both peoples have 
begun to understand that they have been 
kept apart and made antagonistic to serve 
the interests of a greedy, selfish, and un- 
scrupulous, dominant and, aristocratic class. 
The means and methods for enlightenment

The interchange of speakers between En- 
gland and Ireland hashad most beneficent 
influence in both countries. It has a steady- 
ing influence in Ireland; it has had an ed- 
ucatung influence in England. The presence 
of English members of Parliament in Ireland 
like Prot. Stuart, Mr. Brunner, and Mr. Ellis 
is a guarantee to the people of that country 
that the great Liberal party, which 
never espoused any cause that it did 
not carry to success, would surely 
redeem Gladstone’s pledge to grant self-gov- 
ernment to Ireland, while the declarations of 
Irishmen from English platforms have con- 
vinced the English masses that Mr. Parnell 
and his party cherished no design for the dis- 
ruption and overthrow of the British Empire. 
Their experience at public meetings during 
the last year must have convinced thousands 
of Englishmen who formed their impressions 
of the Irish members from reading the Lon- 
don Times and other papers of that class that 
the Parnellites were neither gorillas, nor 
yahoos, nor dynamite assasins. The Irish 
speakers, too, found more sympathetic au- 
diences after they had warmed to their sub- 
ject than they were led to expect. 

One immediate result of the interchange 
bas been that the Gladstonians have won 
several election victories in England, and 
that Ireland, through the speeches and let- 
ters of English members of Parliament and 
journalists, is now pretty well understood 
across the channel. Police tyranny and 
landlord tyranny in Ireland call forth as in- 
dignant denunciations from English mass- 
meetings and English newspapers as from 
the most patriotac of the Irish journals and 
public men. It needed all the authority and 
influence of Mr. Gladstone to pave the way 
for this great change in the relations 
of the two people. That it is tak- 
ing place, however, is undoubted. En- 
glish political agencies are now besieged 
by requests from all parts of Great 
Britain for Irish members of Parliament for 
speakers, while English members are greet- 
ed with enthusiasm peculiarly Irish at mon- 
ster meetings in Ireland. The fact that some 
of the English members are bludgeoned by 
police officials in the latter country will not 
make English Liberals less anxious to do jus- 
tice to the Irish people, or render the Irish 
less friendly to the English members and 
those whom they represent. 

Mr. Blaine’s statement of the case is ad- 
mirable, and his prediction that the success 
of the movement is to be the precursor of 
great reforms in England is almost certain 
to be fulfilled. In this he indorses the opinion 
of the great English commoner himself. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S LAME EXPLANATION. 
In his speech at Islington Tuesday last Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain undertook to explain 
the meaning of what he had previously said 
in his Ulster speech upon the subject of com- 
mercial union between this country and Can- 
ada. It will be remembered that his state- 
ments as cabled aroused a feeling of indig- 
nation all over Canada, and were construed 
as an insult. Mr. Chamberlain now says 
that the Canadians misavprehended his 
speech, and restates what he said practical- 
ly to this effect: That there is a part of 
Canada seeking commercial union with the 
United States, which would mean free trade 
between Canada and the United States, while 
at the same time Canada would impose pro- 
tective duties on imports from the niother 
country; and that, while England would not 
resist such an arrangement by force, it would 
be the first step towards a signal and prac- 
tical separation. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s explanation is simply 
the reiteration both of an absurdity and of 
amenace. He is still challenging the right 
of Canada to be the judge of her trade policy 
— richt she has enjoyed for twenty years. 
England made no objection to the former 
reciprocity treaty which admitted Canadian 
fish, lumber, and agricultural products to 
this country duty free. She made no objec- 
tion when, twenty years ago, Canada levied 
an 18 per cent tariff upon her goods, nor does 
she menace her now that she has nearly 
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doubled that tariff. She always;legislates as

EIGHTEEN ITALIANS EXPOSED TO THE 
DISEASE IN CHICAGO, 
— 

Dr. De Wolf Remonstrates Against the Ac- 
tion of the New York Health Authorities 
in Allowing Them to Come Here—-No 
Danger Apprehended, as Their Clothing 
Is to Be at Once Disinfected—Not a Case 
of Sickness on Board the Independente. 


If there is not cholera in Chicago next 
summer it will not be the fault of the New 
York quarantine officials. It was developed 
yesterday that a number of Italians from the 
infected Port of Palermo had been in the 
city for about ten days, unknown to the 
authorities. Upon landing in New York they 
were forwarded to Chicago without delay 
and apparently without question by the 
quarantine officials. Chicago would probably 
never have heard of her dangerous visitors 
had the transmission of the news depended 
upon the quarantine authorities, but Health- 
Commissioner De Wolf received the follow- 
ing interesting dispatch from Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton at Washington yesterday 
morning:

“What do you think of it?’ was asked of 
Dr. De Wolf.

Will not United States 
authorities take notice of this monstrous wrong 
of the quarantine officers in forwarding immi- 
grauts from infected ports directly to the interior 
Without notice? The persons referred to in your 
telegram will be immediately hunted up here. 

Just think of it! I receive a ‘telegram 
from Washington eleven days after they have 
been sent on from New York that sixteen 
immigrants from an infected port have come 
to Chicago. Why they have been here in 
the city ten days already, and I have not 
been notified. This instance furnishes 
another strong argument for National 
supervision of the quarantine. The 
interior of this country hasamuch greater 
interest in a proper supervision of the quar- 
antine than the local ports of entry along the 
seaboard.

Not a Case of-Sickness on Board the 
Steamer. 

New York, Oct. 27.—Health Officer Smith, 
in his former report to the Quarantine Com- 
missioners, says that there is no cholera on 
the steamship Britannia, and that all the im- 
migrants on Hoflman's Island are well.

THE QUARANTINING POWER, 


The Government Empowered to Prevent 
the Landing of Passengers. 
Wasnineron, D. C., Oct. 27.—Surgeon- 
General Hamilton of the Marine Hospital 
Service said today in reply to questions about 
the passengers allowed to land from the 
steamship Independente, which touched at 


the cholera-infected Port of Palermo: 

I would state that the frst information received 
here was the receipt of a copy of a New York 
1 pe r of poet which contained a 
list of places where the immigrants from the 
steamer had been I edia 
graphed the facts

do by the act of April 29, ponses 
have been received from Chicago and Baltimore 
that the immigrants are being looked up, and all 
necessary precautionary measures will doubt- 
less be taken. I ve similar informa- 
tion from the cers of this city, who 
were advised by me that two of the Indevend- 
ente’s immigrants had left New York for Wash- 
ington. As tothe power of the Government to 
restrain vessels from infected ports from enter- 
ing. I have to say that there is undoybtediy such 
authority found in the act above named, which 
requires that regulations shall be issued 
by the Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital 
Service and approved by the President. The 
precedents for such action are found in the regu- 
lations issued by Dr. Woodworth and approved 
by President Hayes to prevent the introduction 
ofr from Russia during the plague which pre- 
vailed there in 1878; the regulations concerning 
cholera and small-pox, during the Administra- 
tion of President ur, issued by myself; and 
the regulation concerning the quarsstine against 
small-pox from Canada, also ued by myself 
and approved by President Cleveland. It is 
8 e that no further action will be taken in 

e matter by the United States authorities until 
request be made by the local authorities, as the 
law forbids interference in any manner with 
State quarantines. Consequently the initial 
steps for Federal action must come from the lo- 
cal authorities, when ip their judgment the time 
for such action has arrived.

BURLINGTON, Ia., Oct. 25.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—I notice in your paper of this day, under 
the heading of Future of Iron Trade,“ a state- 
ment of E. C. Darley, who is evidently not well 
posted, I fully agree that the consumption of 
iron and production are steadily on the increase. 
He claims that 360,000 tons go into nails, 120,000 into 
thin sheet-iron, 750,000 tons into pipes and rods, 
and that none of this ever came back into the mar- 
ket as scrap or otherwise. If Mr. Darley would 
visit such iron-yards as Block & Pollok of Cincin- 
nati and Block, Pollok & Co. of Chicago he wouid 
no doubt change his figures when he saw the 
quantity of this material that those firms accu- 
mulate or consult some of the rolling-mills and 
ascertain the 228 of this material consumed 
by them. Fully 10 percent of nails go back to 
the milis as scrap, 2% per cent of the thin sheet- 
iron, and 40 per cent of pipes. I think, however, 
the iron yield will reach 2,000,000 tons within the 
next ten years.

Substance of the Jury Commission Law. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Will you kindly publish the import of the new 
Jury Commission law? There are a number of 
persons whom the writer has questioned as to 
their opinion regarding it who are unable to give 
any intelligent answer on accountof not know- 
ing just what it is really intended for.

[The Jury Commission act authorizes the 
Judges of the courts of record in any county to 
appoint three Jury Commissioners upon the pe- 
tition of not less than 1,000 electors, provided 
thatatan election to be called by the J udges 
the Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1887, a majority of votes is cast in favor of 
such appointment. The Commissioners must be 
electors qualifiable as jurors, and shall be ap- 
pointed for one, two, and three years,respective- 
ly, as determined by lot. A new Commissioner 
shall be appointed every year. They must give 
bonds, and may be removed for cause by a ma- 
jority of the Judges. It will be their duty to pre- 
pare & jury list consisting of all the electors in 
the county between 21 and 60 yeers old. They 
will select names from this list, as many as are 
directed by the court, and put them into the jury- 
box; also names of freeholders and househola- 
ers for a d jury box; 
jury boxes the Clerk of the Court, in the pres- 
ence of twoof the Commissioners, snall draw 
names for service at random. Names of persons 
that serve as jurors in any term of court shall be 
checked off the jury list, and not placed in either 
box again until all others have served or been 
found disqualified or exempt. The Commission- 
ers, with the approval of a majority of the J udges, 
may appoint a clerk, with assistants, and one 
Deputy Commissioner, in each precinct. The 
compensation of a Commissioner, deputy, or 
clerk shall not exceed $2,000 per annum, nor in 
Cook County be less than $500, and shall be fixed 
by the County Board.
